Open Housing 
BII Signed 
Into a Law

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, voicing outrage at 
the slaying of Dr, Martin Luther 
King and the violence that fol- 
lowed it, has signed an historic 
open*housing bill as a federal 
task force girded to enforce the 
new law. 


It is the third landmark civil 


rights bill to become law since 
Johnson 
entered 
the 
White 


House. 


"All America is outraged at 


the assassination" of King, the 
President told a crowd of civil 
rights leaders, Congress mem- 
bers and government leaders In 
the East Room of the White 
House Thursday. "And America 
is also outraged at the looting 
and burning that defiles our de- 
mocracy. 


"We just must put our shoul- 


ders together and put a stop to 
both," he said of the violence 
that takes the lives of men like 
King and of the slum riots. 


The signing came one week 


after King's death in Memphis, 
Tenn. The President recalled 
that King was among the civil 
rights leaders who met with him 
two years ago to lay the ground- 
work for an open-housing bill. 


Mrs. King was invited to at- 


tend the ceremony but could not 
arrange to be in Washington, 
White House aides said. 


The new law will prohibit dis- 


crimination In 80 per cent of all 
housing sales and rentals by 
1970, but much of It takes effect 
next Jan. 1. 


The law also makes it a feder- 


al crime to use threats or vio- 
lence to interfere with anyone 
seeking to exercise his civil 
rights and prohibits the crossing 
of state lines with intent to in- 
cite rioting. 


The measure follows up the 


1964 Civil Rights Act which Con- 
gress sent 
to Johnson eight 


months after the death of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, another 
assassination 
victim. 
That 


measure opened up all public 
accommodations to Negroes and 
strengthened their voting rights. 
In 1966 Johnson signed the Vot* 
Ing Rights BUI which outlawed 
literacy tests as a requirement 
for voting, 


As Johnson was signing the 


new bill Thursday in a ceremo- 
ny 
nationally 
telecast 
and 


broadcast, the Justice Depart- 
ment's Civil Rights Division 
was assigning a newly formed 
task force to assemble the gov- 
ernment's 
enforcement 
pro- 


gram, 


The task force will operate 


under Stephen J. Pollak, assist- 
ant attorney general for civil 
rights, 


It will search for violations 


and may refer some cases to 
the FBI for further investiga- 
tion, Pollak said In an inter- 
view. 


The act Is not expected to sub- 


stantially break up large urban 
Negro slums immediately but 
should 
benefit 
middle-class 


Negroes who can afford to buy 
or rent better homes but who 
have been excluded on racial 
grounds. 


Pollak said some large hous- 


ing developers have refused to 
sell or rent to Negroes on 
grounds that white residents 
would move or refuse to buy. 
Pollak said the new law leaves 
the developers no such reason to 
discriminate. 


The bill provides for concili- 


ation through the Department of 
Housing 
and Urban Develop- 


ment on questions of housing 
discrimination. 
If conciliation 


fails to solve the issue HUD 
may file court suits or individu- 
als may file their own suits in 
federal court. 


The new law requires Individ- 


uals to work first through the 
framework of state or local 
open-housing laws when these 
laws are substantially equiva- 
lent to the federal law. This is 
the case in 11 of the 23 states 
with such laws.

U.S. Embassy's Hamlet Evalua- 
tion System— HES— which has 
been providing computer ana- 
lyses of security in South Viet- 
nam since last December.

areas on March 31. This com-

Inflammation of Nerve 
A Cause of Bell's Palsy

The most frequent ,type of 


paralysis of the facial nerve 
is Bell's palsy. It affects only 
one side of the face and is 
caused by an inflammation of 
the nerve. This in turn may 
be caused by exposure to cold, 
a t u m o r or an infection, 
usually with a virus. Recent 
reports 
indicate that it is 


s o m e t i m e s 
caused 
by 


airplane travel in p e r s o n s 
with a blockage of the Eusta- 
chian tube leading from the 
middle ear to the throat. This 
type of Bell's palsy always 
clears up spontaneously. In 
older persons the disease may 
be associated with diabetes 
or hardening of the arteries. 


The onset is usually sudden 


and the victim is unable to 
close his eyelids completely 
or wrinkle "his brow on the 
affected side or to whistle. It 
is important to remember that 
Bell's palsy is not the result 
of a stroke—a frequent source 
of worry. Patients with stroke 
involving the facial muscles 
can't whistle but they can 
wrinkle their brows and close 
their eyelids. 


About 75 per cent of all 


cases recover without treat- 
ment within a few weeks. Un- 
fortunately, there is no easy 
way to identify the 25 per cent

When tests of function made 
three days after the oris'et 
show that the facial paralysis 
is incomplete, recovery is the 
rule. But it is also true that 
50 per cent of those whose 
paralysis is complete will re- 
cover as well. Tests of the 
electrical conduction through 
the affected nerve early in 
the course of the disease help 
to determine which victims 
need treatment. 


Some doctors have had good 


results with the anti-inflam- 
matory drug, ACTH, started 
on the first day of the disease. 
Others p r e f e r blocking the 
sympathetic 
nerves 
in the 


neck on the affected 
side. 


While waiting for return of 
function in the facial nerve 
heat, massage and electrical 
stimulation are 
beneficial. 


Another treatment that has 
given 
excellent 
results 
in 


selected cases is a surgical 
widening of the bony channel 
through which the inflamed 
nerve passes. This relieves 
pressure on the nerve which, 
if allowed to continue, leads 
to permanent degeneration of 
the nerve. Full recovery fol- 
lowing this operation occurs 
in two to eight weeks.

orders as "the most significant 
political document, I think, to 
be published in this country in 
this century." 


McCarthy told the audience 


his strong showing in the New 
Hampshire and Wisconsin pri- 
maries meant that "public judg- 
ment has been passed" on the 
Vietnam war, which he called 
"not morally justifiable." 


At a news conference after his 


arrival in Boston from Lincoln,

It was near the end of a hard 


day's slogging beneath a swel- 
tering Mekong Delta sun. The

more Negroes for state jobs fol- 
lowing the assassination last 
week of Dr, Martin Luther King 
Jr. Rockefeller said Thursday 
he would discuss the situation 
further next Tuesday at a meet- 
with employes of the Employ- 
ment Security Division, Merit 
System Council and the state 
personnel director. 


Negro leaders from through- 


out the state and the governor's 
Council on Human Resources 
are scheduled to meet Thurs- 
day and offer their recommen- 
dations to the governor. 


Rockefeller said some people 


had told him he over-reacted in 
the wake of the assassination of 
King. 


"I will continue to stand for 


law and order but I also will 
do all I can to reduce a situa- 
tion we've all known about but 
chose to ignore because it was 
distasteful," Rockefeller said.

The FBI issued, then withdrew, 
a pickup order for firic Starve 
Gait, a Birmingham, Ala., white 
man as the widescale investiga- 
tion of the assassination of Dr, 
Martin Luther King Jr., entered 
its second week. 


Federal agents refused to say 


why they were seeking Gait. 


The bulletin distributed on the 


statewide police teletype net- 
work in Florida said Gait was 
driving a white Mustang, Wit- 
nesses in Memphis told investi- 
gators earlier they saw a man 
in a white Mustang drive away 
from the rooming house from 
which King was shot last Thurs- 
day night. 


At about the same time the 


pickup order was sent in Flori- 
da, federal agents in Atlanta 
impounded 
a 
white Mustang 


that had been parked since last 
Friday at a public housing proj- 
ect near the Georgia state Capi- 
tol. 


The message, withdrawn with 


the explanation that it was re- 
leased by mistake, described 
Gait as a white male, 36 years 
old, about 5-foot-ll and 175 
pounds 
with 
blue eyes and 


brown hair. 


This roughly matched the de- 


scription circulated by federal 
authorities the night of King's 
slaying. 


Special Agent John Hanlong of 


the Miami FBI office, who with- 
drew the pickup order about 
four hours after it was issued, 
said, "I 
cannot 
comment," 


when asked for further details. 


The Florida teletype message 


said Gait was last seen driving 
a white 1966 Mustang hardtop, 
Alabama license 1-38993. Bir- 
mingham police said this tag 
had been issued to Eric S. Gait, 
2608 Highland Ave., Birming- 
ham.

In Atlanta, the residents who 


first told police about the aban- 
doned white Mustang said the 
car bore the same Alabama li^ 
cense as given out by the FBI 
and bore two stickers which 
said "Tourista." Earlier reports 
indicated the investigation had 
spread to Mexico. 


"The FBI was all over the 


place," before the car was im- 
pounded, 
an Atlanta

said. He said the vehicle was 
towed away between 5:15 p.m. 
and 5:30 p.m. Thursday-about 
the time the Florida teletype 
message was sent. 


Witnesses in Memphis who re- 


ported seeing a white Mustang 
pull away from the rooming 
house said the car had a red 
and white license plate. Ala- 
bama tags are red and white. 


The Birmingham address giv- 


en for Gait is a large white two-, 
story house in what once was an 
elite residential area.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. foot sol- 


diers, artillery and dive bomb- 
ers repulsed 400 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
who stormed an American bi- 
vouac today and drove to within 
a few feet of the GI's foxholes. 


After five hours of close-quar- 


ter fighting in War Zone C 49 
miles northwest of Saigon, Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong fled, 
leaving 128 of their dead and 
more than 50 weapons on the 
battlefield. 


All of the enemy bodies were 


killed inside or on the fringes of 
the American perimeter. AP 
photographer Al Chang reported 
from the battlefield that more 
bodies were probably farther 
out, victims of the massive air 
and artillery strikes. 


Sixteen 
U.S. troops 
were 


killed and 47 wounded. 


Chang said the fighting was at 


such close range that at one 
point the 25th Division infantry- 
men fixed their bayonets as 
their ammunition ran low, They 
didn't have to use them,
